1.  That  we  have  leeii  a  petition  printed  in 
the  Kentucky  Gazette  of  the  16th  of  No- 
vember, 1802,  with  a  bill  concerning  the  c- 
mancipation  of  (laves  (  both  of  which,  we  be- 
lieve to  be  predicated  on  utifotmd  principles, 
and  dill  more  erroneous  concluficns. 

2.  That  we  believe  the  late  Revolution  in 
America,  was  undertaken  by  the  Freemen  o1 
the  country  for  their  own  ufe  and  benefit,  and 
that  of  their  poderity  ;  and  had  It  been  un- 
fuccefsful,  they  only  would  have  been  the  fuf- 
ferers. 

3-  That  the  firft  introduction  of  a  degra- 
ded fet  of  men,  from  another  quarter  of  the 
globe,  was  not  a  matter  of  choice  of  the  then 
American  inhabitants— it  was  forced  upon 
them  by  another  people  whole  objc£i  was 
gam,  and  not  the  moral  or  political  good  ol 
your  memorialing. 

4.  That  the  revolution  thus  finding  a  nu-

As  (be  French  refolurion  advanced  it  fixct' 
the  attention  of  the  world,  and  drew  iron 
the  penlioned  pen  of  Edmund  Burke  a  fur.- 
ous  attack.  This  brought  me  once  mote  Oli 
the  publ.c  theatre  of  politics  &  occafu.ned  th 
pamphlet  RIGHTS  OF  MAN.  It  hac 
the  grcateft  run  ot  any  work  ever  publiflie;' 
in  the  En .,lifh  language.  The  number  o. 
copies  ciical.ued  in  England,  Scotland,  ant 
Ireland,  bcfiJes  tranllaticns  into  foreign  lan- 
guages, were  between  four  and  Eve  hundret 
thoufand. 

The  principles  of  that  work  were  the  fanv 
as  thofe  in  Commoh  Sense,  and  the  cfEcf 
would  have  been  the  fame  in  England,  as  i' 
had  been  in  America,  could  the  vote  of  tht 
nation  been  quietly  takcn,or  had  eqi  ..I  nppt  i 
tunities  of  conlulting  or  ;'Cting  exi'ftcd.  The,

The  bill  eftablifhing  Circuit  Courts  in  this 
Commonwealth,  has  pafTedthe  Houl'e  of  Re- 
prefentatives. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in  Chi- 
licothe,  dated  November  28,  1802. 

"  I  am  happy  in  having  it  in  my  power  to 
inform  you  we  have  lhaken  off  the  old  (hac- 
kles of  Territorial  government,  to  become  a 
ftate.  The  convention  laft  evening  finilhed 
the  conftitution,  and  have  now  under  confi- 
deration,  the  propofition  of  congrefs. 

"  The  general  affembly  is  to  confift  of  a 
fenate  and  houfe  of  reprelentatives,  to  be  cho- 
fen  by  the  people,  the  latter  in  the  ratio  of 
one  for  every  fix  hundred — and  the  former  to 
be  in  number  equal  to  half  the  latter ;  fo 
that  our  firft  affembly  will  confift  of  thirty- 
two  reprelentatives  and  fixteen  fenators.  The 
feprcfentatives  to  be  chofen  annually,  and  the 
fenators  biennially,  in  fuch  manner  that  one 
half  the  number  mall  go  out  every  year — A 
reprefenative  muftbc  25  years  of  age,  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  and  one  year  a  rcfi- 
dent  of  the  county  for  which  he  is  chofen.  A 
fenator  mull  be  30  years  of  age,  and  have 
been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  his 
touuty  two  years. 

"  The  falaries  are  as  follow — To  the  gover- 
nor, not  exceeding  one  thouf.uid  dollars  ; 
each  judge,  one  thoufand  ;  fecretary  fire  hun- 
dred ;  auditor,  fev;n  hundred  and  fifty  ; 
treafurer,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (  member!, 
tof  the  general  afiembly,  two  dol!:<r3  per  day. 
Our  next  general  affemblv  will  be  chofen  in 
January,  and  meet  early  in  Marth  next. 
The  governor  will  hold  his  office  two  years, 
and  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  &c.  ex- 
cept in  cafes  of  impeachment — is  required  to 
fee  the  laws  faithfully  executed — may  con- 
vene the  general  altVmbly  on  fpecial  occali- 
ons — Ggn  all  grants—  and  contrary  to  our 
territorial  plan,  his  nothing  to  do  with  legif- 
lation.  The  judicial  power  is  vetted  in  a  fu- 
preme  court,  and  court  of  common  pleas  for 
each  county— three  judges  to  compofc  each 
court.  The  fupreme  court  will  have  appel- 
late and  original  jurifJiftion,  in  cafes  at  com- 
mon law,  and  in  chancery— the  judges  of 
common  pleas  form  alfo  the  orphan's  court, 
and  have  jurifdidlion  in  all  probate  and  tefta- 
incntary  matters.  The  judges  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  joint  ballot  of  both  houfes,  and  to 
continue  in  office  wren  years.  The  general 
court  is  to  be  held  once  a  year  in  each  county, 
and  the  court  of  common  pleas  as  the  law  di- 
rects. The  auditor,  treafurcr  and  fecretary 
are  to  be  chofen  by  a  joint  vote  of  both  hou- 
fes. Slavery  is  not  to  be  admitted  ;  but 
white  people  may  indent  themlelves  for  any 
term,  but  blackscannot  for  morethanone  year, 
except  minors,  who  may  indent  themfclves 
until  the  age  of  twenty-one.  No  perfon  of 
colour  emigrating  to  the  ftate,  can  be  entitled 
to  fuffragc,  or  to  hold  any  office.  No  perfon 
is  entitled  to  fuffrage,  who  does  not  pay  tax- 
es, and  as  no  poll  tax  is  ever  to  be  laid,  perfon.; 
•who  have  no  property  will  not  be  entitled  to 
fuffrage."

PROCLAMATION. 

Bonaparte,  Firft  Conful  of  the  French  Re- 
public, Prefident  of  the  Italian  Republic, 
to  the  Eighteen  Cantons  of  the  Helvetic 
Republic. 

"St.  Cloud,  Sept.  30,  1802. 
"  Inhabitants  of  Helvetia, 
"  You  have  offered  for  two  years  pad  an  af- 
flidVing  fpectacle.  Oppofite  factions  have 
fucceffively  obtained  power,  and  have  figaal- 
ized  their  fhort  lived  empire  by  a  fyftein  of 
partiality*  which  difplayed  their  weaknefs  and 
■want  of  ability.  In  the  courfe  of  the  year 
1801-2,  our  government  defired  that  the 
fmall  number  of  French  troops  which  were 
then  in  Helvetia  fhould  be  withdrawn.  The 
French  Government  eagerly  feized  the  oppor- 
tunity of  honouring  your  independance  ;  but 
foon  after  different  parties  agitated  you  with 


new  fury,  and  the  blocd  of  the  Swifs  was  fhed 
by  the  hands  of  Swifs.  Ycu  have  dil'pul 
three  years  without  coming  to  any  agreenn 
and  if  you  are  left  longer  to  yourfelves, 
will  walle  three  years  more  and  Hill  without 
agreeing.  Your  hiftory,  befides,  proves  thnt 
your  inteftate  \varsha\e  never  been  termina- 
ted, except  by  the  efficacious  intervention  of 
France.  It  is  true,  that  I  had  determined  nor 
to  interrpeddle  in  your  affairs.  I. have  con- 
ftantly  feen  your  different  Governments  alk 
advice  of  me,  and  follow  it  ;  and  fometimes 
abufe  my  name,  as  it  fuited  their  interells  and 
their  pafiions.  But  as  I  neither  can  nor 
ought  to  remain  infenfible  to  the  misfortune 
to  which  you  are  a  prey,  I  recall  my  resolution 
---I  will  be  ihe  Mediator  of  your  differences, 
and  my  mediation  fiiall  be  efficacious,  as  be- 
comes the  great  people  in  whole  name  I  l'pea!'.. 
Five  days  af*r  the  notification  of  the  pvefent 
Proclamation,  the  Senate  fhall  afferoWe  at 
Berne.  Every  Magiftrature  formed  at  Berne 
fince  the  capitulation,  (ball  be  diiTolvctl,  and 
ihall  ceafe  to  affcmble,  or  excrcife  any  au- 
thority. The  Prefects  (hall  return  to  their 
pofts.  All  the  Authorities  which  have  been 
formed  fhall  ceafe  to  affemble.  The  armed 
Affemblies  lhall  difperfe.  The  firft  and  fc- 
cond  Helvetic  demi-brigades  lhall  form  the 
garrifon  of  Berne,  Thole  troops  alone,  which 
have  been  on  the  eftablidiment  for  more  than 
fix  months,  (hall  remain  under  arms.  Laftly 
all  the  individuals  coinpoliiig  the  Beligercnt 
armies,  and  who  are  now  under  arn.s,  fhall 
depolit  their  arms  at  the  municipality  of  their 
native  Communes.  The  Senate  ihall  fend 
three  deputies  to  Paris  ;  each  Canton  may 
alfo  fend  dtputies.  All  thofe  Cttitens  who 
auring  three  years  pad  have  been  Landanimans 
or  Senators,  or  have  fucceffively  occupied  of- 
fices in  the  Central  Authority,  may  repair  to 
Paris,  to  fcive  information  as  to  the  means  of 
l  eftoring  union  and  tranquility,  and  cone  ilia- 
ting  all  parties.  For  my  part,  I  am  tntitlexl 
to  expect  that  no  town  or  commune,  or  body 
of  men,  will  do^  any  thing  contrary  to  the 
dil'policions  I  have  made.  Inhabitants  of 
Helvetia,  let  your  hopes  revive.  Your  coun- 
try is  on  the  brink  ol  a  precipice  :  it  will  be 
immediately  withdrawn  from  it :  all  good 
men  will  fecond  this  project.  SM  if,  what 
1  cannot  imagine,  there  is  amongft  you  a 
great  number  of  individuals  who  have  too 
little  virtue  to  facrifice  their  pallions  and 
their  prejudices  to  the  love  of  their  country; 
then,  People  of  Helvetia,  you  have  much  ue- 
geberated  from  your  fathers.  Is  there  any 
man  of  fenfe  who  does  not  fee  that  the  medi- 
ation which  I  have  charged  myl'eif  with,  is 
for  Helvetia  a  benefit,  conferred  by  that  Pro- 
vidence, who,  in  the  midft  of  fo  many  over- 
throws and  (hocks,  has  always  preferved  the 
exiftence  and  the  independence  of  your  na- 
tion, and  that  this  mediation'  is  the  only 
j  means  which  remains  of  laving  both  ?  For  it 
is  at  length  time  you  Ihould  conlider,  that  if 
the  patriotifm  and  the  union  of  your  ancellors 
founded  your  Republic,  the  evil  fpirit  of  your 
fa£hons,  if  it  is  continued,  will  infallibly  def- 
troy  it ;  and  it  will  be  afiiAuffe  to  think, 
that  at  an  epoch  when  fo  many  new  Repub- 
lics have  been  ellablilhed,  one  of  the  moft 
ancient  Ihould  be  dellroyed.

"General  Ney,  who  fo  greatly  diit.nguiih- 
ed  himfelf  in  the  army  of  Morcau,  is  co  nave 
the  chief  command  of  the  troops  which  are 
deftined  to  enter  into  Helvetia,  .n  cafe  of  the 
llighteft  refiftance  being  offered  to  the  Mef- 
fenger  of  the  Frit  Conful,  in  company  With 
whom  General  Ney  has  departed.  It  is  gen- 
erally thought  here,  that  the  affair  will  be  o- 
ver  in  a  fortnight,  as  from  the  terms  which 
Bonaparte  has  employed,  it  is  evident  that  he 
means  not  to  fuffcr  the  honor  of  his  Mediati- 
on to  be  fullied  by  any  difrefpeaful  delay  !" 

NEW-YORK,  November  25. 
Captain  Ptafe  of  the  fchr.  John,  who  ar' 
rived  here  on  Tuefday  laft  from  Turk's  liland, 
and  in  25  days  from  Cape  Francois,  informs, 
that  the  blacks  had  taken  Fort  Oauphine  in 
the  night  by  furprife,  which  they  had  burn- 
ed ;  their  force  was  very  conliderable  and 
daily  augmenting.  The  brigand;  were  ftill 
in  poffeffion  of  Port-de-Paix.  The  French 
troops  died  very  rapidly — a  reinforcement 
was  daily  expected,  as  a  fleet  had  been  fpoken 
off  Porto-Rico,  from  France,  bound  to  the 
Cape.  Markets  were  remarkably  dull  at  the 
Cape. 

Intelligence  of  a  very  diftreffinar  nature, 
was  received  in  town  la  It  evening, •from  Cape 
Francois— It  (fates  that  the  blacks  had  gain- 
ed poffeffion  of  all  the  military  pofts  in  the 
country,  and  completely  environtd  the  town; 
that  the  inhaditants  were  in  the  greateft  ron- 
fternation  ;  that  an  embargo  had  taken  place 
on  all  the  veffels  in  the  harbor,  and  prepara- 
tions  making  for  the  embarkation  of  the  in- 
habitants and  troops,  as  an  affault  was  mo- 
mently expected.
